The bailiff, on his return, made .him pay all the ex- 
pences of the j journey and the armament, and then told the 
guardian that he had done fuch things as no body fhould 
ever know. 

Again, it come to pafs that a feuffle came to wali in Paris; 
the bailiff fends him over again to throw ftones and make wae 
ter on the people, and. that he would give him credentials for 
doing fo. He went over and was taken, aad whipped through 
the public ftreets. ."Fhe bailiff on his return withed him joy, 
and told him that now he was in: a fair way of making money. 

Again, he fends him with three more, and the Guardian's 
fecond fon, a clergyman. ‘Fhe clergyman ran away; the 
young man loft both his legs ina mew feuffle. On his fecond 
return, the bailiff wifhes him joy that he had not loft three 
legs; for, fays he, what we do not lofe we gain, and therefore 
you have gained a leg or two, perhaps more, for who can fore- 
fee the iffue? 

But now the bailiff throws off the mafk, and feizes upon the 
whole right of the Guardian ; and firft to gaiir over the tenents’ 
he made a kind of club at a place called the Thatched Cabin, 
and there, by cajoling the peafantry, and promifing to’ repair 
their houfes, and deftroy the rats and mice, he got him elected 
head porter, upper fervant, mafter cooper, and others of the 
like. On the day of his election he made a great many pro-
